This is a public auction and mail bid sale conducted in the State of Florida by auctioneers on behalf of Mid-American Rare Coin Auctions, 
Inc. The auction is selling numismatic property catalogued by Mid-American Rare Coin Auctions, Inc. 


All lots shall be sold to the highest bidder as determined by the auctioneer. If any dispute arises during or immediately after the sale of a 
lot, the auctioneer shall have the right to recall the lot and put it up for sale again. In all cases, the auctioneer’s decision shall be absolute 
and final. For the bidder’s protection, NO ‘‘UNLIMITED” or ‘“‘BUY’’ BIDS WILL BE ACCEPTED. 


A 10% buyer’s charge will be added to the ‘hammer price’’ of each lot as determined by the auctioneer. This 10% buyer’s fee will be added 
to the invoice of each successsful bidder regardless of a bidder’s affiliation with any group or organization.

Possibly cleaned at one time, as the 
surfaces are somewhat dull. The rims are beginning to tone; 
especially at the lower obverse. It should be noted that there are 
only minimal hairlines and Liberty’s cheek is clean. An affordable 

and quite acceptable example of this scarce issue. 


. 1879-CC Select Uncirculated (64/64). At first glimpse, one would 
expect this to be an 1879-S rather than its rare Carson City counter- 
part. The untoned surfaces are exquisite, with outrageous luster. 
The obverse is very lightly bagmarked, but not a single one of 
these could be considered serious. We cannot stress how attrac- 
tive this coin is for the date. The serious Dollar collector is urged 
to carefully examine this lot, as it is about as nice as this issue 
comes. 


20. 1879-O Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Frosty and well-struck. The 
untoned surfaces show scattered abrasions, but none of these are 
deep. The strike is above-average for the date with the hair above 
the ear and the breast feathers quite well-defined. 


17. 1879-CC Choice Uncirculated (63/63). The “Perfect Mintmark” 
variety. Prooflike, and much more so than is usually seen for this 
date. The surfaces are untoned and only lightly marked (for the 
grade).

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475. 1943 About Uncirculated (55/55). The 1943 Copper Cent is one 
of the most dreamt-about, sought-after items in all of numismatics. 
Ads in major publications have prompted millions of people to 
examine their spare change in search of this elusive rarity, with 
little promise of ever finding one. It is estimated that only ten or 
so examples are known, in all grades. This piece is finer than the 
specimen which appeared in McIntire’s 1985 Central States sale, 
which was touted as being “Finest Known.” The color is a light 
olive, with traces of the original mint red still adhering to the let- 
tering and devices. The surfaces are in superb condition and the 
overall quality is exceptional. 

The debut of this example was as Lot 2055 in the 1958 ANA 
Sale catalogue, where Abe Kosoff so eloquently described it, as 
follows: “About 18 months ago, a gentleman approached me with 
a cent dated 1943. It looked like copper but was in a plastic holder. 
Well, dealers have bothered with “1943 Copper Cents” by the score. 
My skepticism must have been evident.” 

“On several occasions, Mr. Marvin Beyer tried to get me in- 
terested. Finally, I told him I wouldn’t touch it until various tests 
had been made. These would require time and expense. I thought 
I had discouraged him.” 

“Several months ago, at a local convention, Mr. Beyer came 
to me with the results of his efforts. He had established the possibili- 
ty of a Copper Cent of 1943 having been minted. He had a Specific 
Gravity test made by Atlas Testing Laboratories, Inc., Chemists, 
Metallurgists and Specialists in Industrial X-Ray. Comparison of 
a 1942 Cent with the 1943 Cent indicated specific gravities of 8.54 
and 8.59 respectively.” 

“A Norelco X-Ray Spectograph analysis made by the same com- 
pany compared a 1936 Cent with the 1943 Cent. The reproduced 
report graphically indicates the comparative copper content. Thus 
far, Mr. Beyer had established that the Specific Gravity and Cop- 
per Content were in order. Now, the authenticity of the date must 
be checked.” 

“The Ferro-Spec Laboratories, Inc. Radiographed the coin and 
their report on the Copper Cent is that there is no evidence of 
a weldment. Their report is reproduced. The actual film, cannot 
be reproduced but is available and no experienced eye is necessary 
to see that the date is genuine.” 

Now, I have been cautioned by many well-wishing friends and 
associates not to ‘stick my neck out’ on this coin. Remember, I 

was as Skeptical as anyone. But in the face of all these tests, I ask, 

‘Is it possible to have a silver cent of 1493 (sic)? We know there 

are such things. Why not a copper cent? Does a copper cent require

more special dispensation than one struck in silver?’”’ 

“This catalogue features many Mint Errors, some as fantastic as this 
one so that the wonder of it should be no wonder at all. The fact is that 
the 1943 Copper Cent has captured the imagination of the whole frater- 
nity of collectors - yes, even beyond that it has reached the general public. 
All sorts of rumors surround this coin. An Automobile Company would 
give a car - a home fully furnished would be traded for the Cent. These 
are rumors, of course. However, Mr. Beyer has stated that he was of- 
fered $25,000.00 cash for the coin and, in fact, Mr. Beyer introduced 
me to the gentleman who allegedly made the offer. I say allegedly because 
I did not confirm this offer.” 

“Here you have it - The coin, the tests, the story.” 

“As one editor of a numismatic paper put it - it’s the find of the Century.” 

This piece is accompanied by a letter from Donald Taxay (former 
Curator of the Chase Manhattan Bank Money Museum) dated May 26, 
1966, where he states the following: “Having completed a study of your 
1943 bronze cent, I can advise you that in my opinion the coin is authen- 
tic. The somewhat larger percentage of zinc in the 1944 cent, as shown 
by the comparative Norelco X-ray test graph, is of course standard for 
the war issues. Again, the 8.65 specific gravity shown by your 1943 bronze 
cent is about what it should be.” 

“A visual examination of your coin was conducted under 75 x power 
magnification, and the results were highly satisfactory. The surface tex- 
ture and metal flow are normal, and preclude the possibility of casting. 
The relief is bold and the rim is “built up” as it should be on a bronze 
planchet struck under pressure intended for steel. The edge is also perfect. 
The numeral punches in the date are identical to those on the 1943 steel 
cent and this is diagnostic since the 4 on the 1943 is unique. For your 
own interest you might compare it, under a good glass, to those on the 
1942 and 1944 cents. In conclusion, I would say that your coin resembles 
in every way the two other genuine 1943 bronze cents I have examined.” 

‘Whether these coins are pieces de caprice, or Mint errors, can not 
be answered with finality. Nor do I think it matters one way oalue. Pro- 
bably not more than a half dozen genuine specimens exist, and this fact 
together with the enormous publicity the coin has received, will be the 
prime determinates of value. I do not know of any auction records for 
the coin, and until one is established, the price range will be tentative. 
However, I feel you have a great rarity here and that the trouble you have 
taken to authenticate it is well worth while." 

Also included with the letter are copies of the results of the X-Ray, 
Spectographic Analysis, and Specific Gravity tests.

Struck from lightly clashed dies, 
yet still fairly well-defined at the centers. Both the obverse and 
the reverse are lightly toned in golden pastel colors. The eye-appeal 
of this piece is excellent. 


1852 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Frosty, and fairly well struck. 
The obverse is toned to a creamy gold color, while the reverse 
is more even grey, with golden peripheral toning. 


1853 Select Uncirculated (64/64). Untoned and frosty, with far 
less die wear than usually seen on examples of this date.

1862 Choice Proof (63/63). The superb original toning consists 
of sea-green, gold and emerald hues. Sharply struck. The obverse 
displays a few faint hairlines, while the reverse is a virtual Gem. 


1863 Gem Proof (65/65). Struck from lightly clashed dies (as are 
many Proofs of this year), but an unquestioned Proof striking, as 
the surfaces are fully mirrored. The obverse is a deep royal pur- 
ple; the central reverse is untoned and surrounded by iridescent 
peripheral toning. 

Scarce, and one of only 460 Proofs struck in this year. 

An overdate (1863/2) is also known for this issue. Despite being unmentioned in 
the Breen Proof reference, this overdate turns up with a fair amount of frequency 
(at least, relative to the overall rarity of this date).

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orange-gold centers framed by sea-green, purple and burnt-gold 
rings. The surfaces are reflective and very clean. Only 500 Proofs 
were coined of this issue and few of the survivors can rival this 
coin. 


1866 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). An unquestionable business 
strike, struck from heavily clashed dies. The reverse shows the 
bulging at K-10 to K-12 which is seen on the vast majority of 
business strikes of this issue. Mostly brilliant white and untoned.

Sharply struck, with an appealing “cameo” 
effect. A top-notch example of this scarce issue.

UNITED STATES COLONIAL COINS 


1652 Massachusetts “Oak Tree” Sixpence. Fine (12/12) Noe 22. 
The obverse represents a final recutting of this obverse, subsequent 
to its use on varieties 20 and 21; the reverse was later used on 
a Pine Tree Sixpense (Noe 32)! Struck on a slightly wavy plan- 
chet. The obverse (tree side) is struck 20% off-center towards K-1, 
while the reverse is perfectly centered and all of its legends are 
on the planchet, except for the NG of ENGLAND. Both sides ex- 
hibit a fairly obvious scratch, and a small mark is visible near 
the top of the 6 in the date. This is the first Oak Tree Sixpense 
we have had the opportunity of offering. 


1652 Massachusetts “Oak Tree” Shilling. Very Fine (30/30) Noe 
11. Struck on a lightly clipped planchet, and missing some of the 
tops of the obverse legends. Sharply struck. Silvery-grey in color, 
and on an excellent planchet. Very rare in this excellent state of 
preservation. 


1652 Massachusetts “Pine Tree’’ Shilling. Very Good (10/10) 
Noe 17, immediately identifiable by the center dot on the trunk 
of the tree. Silvery-grey in color, and nicely centered. Holed at 
the base of the obverse, and with some ancient parallel scratches 
on the top of the reverse (date side). 


CHOICE “LORD BALTIMORE” SIXPENCE 


1659 Maryland “Lord Baltimore” Sixpence. Very Fine (30/30). 
Sharply detailed, and struck on a gorgeous, uniform planchet. 
This is one of the nicer pieces to appear on the market in some 
time. 

Crosby notes that Cecil Baltimore’s striking of his shillings, sixpences, and groats 
may not have been completely legal. Cecil apparently felt that the prerogative of 
coining was given to him under the Charter of Maryland on June 20, 1632 (although 
the right was probably not specified). His right was questioned soon after he caused 
the pieces to be struck and delivered and is evidenced by an action by the Coun- 
cil of State in England, in which a warrant was issued for the apprehension of the 
Lord Baltimore because of his coining activities! 

It is further interesting to note that the modern “Baltimore” was spelled as 
“Baltemore” and “Baltamore” in the proceedings of that era. 


Since its inception in 1984, MARCA has become a major force 
amongst numismatic auction companies.

Undated Bar Cent. Extremely Fine (40/40). An attractive ex- 
ample, struck on a pleasing chocolate brown planchet. Rather 
scarce this nice. 

According to Bushnell, the Bar Cent (as it was, and is, known) was “coined in 
Birmingham, in England, in the year 1785, and was probably the work of Wyon.” 


It reportedly first appeared in New York city in November of 1785. 
Accompanied by INS Certificate #6378E. 


1766 Pitt Token. Extremely Fine (45/45). Nicely detailed, with 
clean, chocolate brown surfaces. The only obvious defect is some 
rim damage on the obverse at K-3. Rare in this high a condition. 


This token is believed to be a commemorative medalet which saw limited circula- 
tion because of a coinage shortage. 


MINT STATE ELEPHANT TOKEN 


. (1694) Elephant Token. Uncirculated (60/60). A lovely, Mint 
State example with lustrous, glossy brown surfaces. The only 
defect worth mentioning is a rim bruise on the reverse at K-8, 
and some slight planchet imperfections (as made) on the lower 
right obverse. An outstanding specimen, in a condition which is 
seldom seen! 


1783 Georgius Triumpho Token. Fine (15/15). Baker 7. Although 
the details suggest only a Fine grade, the surfaces are considerably 
nicer than one might expect, and simulate the wear of a much 
higher grade. Struck from a late state of the dies, with various 
swellings, clashmarks, and die-breaks visible on either side. The 
surfaces are a glossy, chocolate brown, with no defects or pro- 


blems caused by circulation. . he 
In Rulau and Fuld’s Centennial Edition of Baker's “‘Medallic Portraits of 


Washington,” Robert Vlack is quoted as stating that these pieces first circulated in 
Georgia, then later in Virginia and Florida. Some were even sent to Jamaica for 
use as currency there! 


1787 Connecticut Copper. Extremely Fine (45/45). Miller 1.1-A, 
the popular “Small Head” variety. Cleaned at one time and now 
retoning to a deceptive red and tan brown color. The red simulates 
original color, and at first glance one might conclude that this is 
a Mint State coin. Nicely centered, with a full date visible on the 
reverse. The top right of the obverse displays a few dark stains; 
none of these materially affect the metal.

The only finer example of which we are aware 
is the Gem Uncirculated piece from the Roper sale, which realized 
$9350! This particular variety is noted for its depth of detail, and 
ihe strike of this piece is no exception. Not a trace of spotting 
or tin-pesting can be found. One of the nicest Continental Dollars 
we have handled. 


CHOICE UNCIRCULATED CONTINENTAL DOLLAR 


177% Continental Dollar. Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Newman

Newman 8-X, 
Rarity 4. Kept from the Gem class due to the lack of original col- 
or. The lustrous surfaces are exceptionally clean. A beautiful 
chocolate brown example. Struck from broken dies, with a break 
visible on the bottom of the coin, through Ben Franklin’s famous 
advice. 


1787 Fugio Cent. Very Fine (25/25). Newman 12-U, Rarity 6. 
Nicely centered, with few defects. The surfaces are lightly and 
uniformly porous. An attractive, tan example of this scarcer variety. 


1787 Fugio Cent. Fine (15/15). Newman 12-Z.1, Rarity 6 in this 
condition. The smooth chocolate brown surfaces show virtually 
no circulation defects. Very scarce in this condition, and nicer than 
the Kessler specimen offered by NASCA in 1981.

Weakly struck (as is typical 
of this variety - see Cohen’s plate coin) at the tip of the bust and 
the corresponding area of the reverse. (This weakness was because 
the faces of the dies were not parallel to each other). 


CLASSIC HEAD (1809-1836) 


1809 About Uncirculated (50/50). Cohen 5, Rarity 1, the so- 
called ‘‘1809/6” variety. Glossy tan and brown, with lovely sur- 
faces and color. The strike is a trifle shallow (as found on this 
variety), but the surfaces confirm the excellent state of preserva- 
tion in which this coin finds itself. 


1810 Very Fine (35/35). Cohen 1, Rarity 2, the only variety of 
the year. An attractive brown example with light mars visible on 
either side. The 1810 Half Cent is a very underrated date. 


1828 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Cohen 3, Rarity 1. Approx- 
imately 75% of the original mint red color is still in evidence; 
the balance of the coins has iridescent blue highlights. Very at- 
tractive and pleasing. 


This particular variety is fairly common in Mint State due to the discovery of a 
hoard of over 1,000 examples in the 1890's. 


1833 Uncirculated (60/60). Cohen 1, Rarity 1, the only variety 
of the year. A pleasing red and brown example of the year, with 
clean surfaces and some Prooflike tendencies. 


1835 Extremely Fine (45/45). Cohen 1, Rarity 1. Cleaned at one 
time, but now retoning to an olive and red color. 


1835 About Uncirculated (50/50). Cohen 2, Rarity 1. This ex- 
ample might also have been cleaned at one time, although the 
iridescent hints of original mint luster on the reverse tend to dispute 
this. The surfaces are somewhat dirty and cry out for a good 
brushing.

Reeded Edge. Extremely Fine (40/40). Although restrikes of 
this Type are still readily available for as little as $15. from the 
Paris Mint, the Originals are exceptionally rare and seldom of- 
fered. It is believed that only about a dozen Originals are known! 
Originals may be discerned from the restrikes using the follow- 
ing criteria: The weight of the Originals is considerably higher 
than the restrikes; the Originals come on thick planchets, the 
restrikes come on thin planchets. The lettering on the Originals 
is cramped and different (the UG of FRUGUM touch, the | of 
the date is imbedded in a denticle, and the first A in 
AMERICANA is low). The edge reeding is completely different 
on the Originals, and consists of crude, irregularly spaced 
reeding, as opposed to the more modern, collar-produced edge 
of the restrikes. The Originals are all struck from perfect dies, 
with no bulge at K-3 on the reverse and never any die break 
through the S of PARENS. The presently offered specimen is 
lightly circulated and with white, basically untoned fields, sur- 
rounded by light golden peripheral toning. The quality is just 
a hair shy of the New York Public Library - Roper coin (graded 
Choice Extremely Fine), which realized $2640. 


According to an unknown author (whose notes are one of the items included 
with this coin), “This coins is identified with the French settlement in the 1790's 
at Castorville which is now Carthage N_Y. It is believed that these pieces, of the 
same approximate size as a contemporary United States Half Dollar, were given 
out to commissioners of the Castorland Company (i.e., the entrepreneurs who 
established and managed the French-American settlement) - they undoubtedly did 
serve as currency for all known original specimens show signs of wear.” 

Accompanied by a large group of corroborating evidence, including ANACS 
Certificate #B2463 (dated 07/24/75), where authenticated, two sets of 8X10 
photographs of the obverse and reverse, and various correspondence with ANACS, 
ete.

1851 Three Cent Silver. Superb Uncirculated (67/67).A 
magnificent little coin which surely must be one of the very finest 
examples of this Type available. The luster is exceptional and 
the coloration is superb, with chartreuse, gold and lilac splashes 
on the obverse. The reverse is differently toned in burnt-gold 
and pastels, but is equally attractive. This coin should be carefully 
considered by the condition-oriented Type collector, as it is nearly 
unimprovable.

1576. For the last ten years, Bruce Vogel’s name has become synonymous 
with Indiana Storecards. His collection is one of the most com- 
prehensive and quality-oriented groupings assembled in modern 
times. The collection has won several awards, including Best of 
Show from the Indiana State Numismatic Association. The scope 
of the collection is impressive indeed. As offered here, the col- 
lection consists of 128 coins. 64 of the 69 towns listed in the se- 
cond edition of Fuld’s “U.S. CIVIL WAR STORE CARDS” are 
represented here. Of the remaining six towns, Centerville and 
Dublin are very elusive, and Evansville, Galveston, and Olden- 
burg are virtually uncollectible. Whenever possible, Bruce obtained 
the highest grade available. The high number of Uncirculated pieces 
(55% of the total) attests to his collecting standards; the circulated 
examples attest to the rarity of some of these pieces in high grades! 

Civil War tokens were issued in response to the hoarding of coins 
by the public during the course of the Civil War. Merchants found 
it necessary to issue their own tokens as replacements for the One 
Cent pieces, which were rapidly disappearing from circulation. 
Without them, merchants had no way to make change for small 
purchases during a period when a cent went a long way. As such, 
Civil War tokens represent true “‘emergency”’ money. 

By issuing their own tokens, merchants were able to alleviate 
their immediate business problems and at the same time do a lit- 
tle advertising on the side. Storecards were, in effect, the precur- 
sors of today’s paper business cards. They advertised various com- 
binations of a merchant’s name, his line of business, his product, 
and his address. 

Storecards were issued in various metal combinations. Copper 
was used most frequently, and most of the circulating pieces were 
struck on this metal. Pieces intended for collectors’ cabinets were 
struck in limited quantities on such metals as brass, white metal, 
silver, nickel, German Silver, and others. Rarities were created 
by overstriking silver dimes and other tokens, and by experimen- 
ting with bi-metal combinations (i.e. copper on one side, brass 
on the other)! 

Taken as a whole, Civil War Tokens represent a fascinating 
period in our country’s history and offer an incredible challenge 
to collectors because of the great number of varieties and metal 
combinations.

In April of that year, a total of four Half Dollars were struck 
employing dies engraved by A.H.M. Patterson. In 1879, the existence of this coin, 
along with the original reverse die, was made known to collectors by Dr. B.F. Taylor, 
chief coiner of the Confederate States Mint. The die was eventually purchased 
by JW. Scott & Co., a leading New York coin and stamp dealer. Scott decided 
to strike impressions from this die. To do so, he purchased 500 circulated 1861-O 
Half Dollars and had the reverse of these coins planed off. Impressions of the reverse 
were then affixed to these obverses, creating these ‘‘souvenir’”’ Half Dollar, coins 
which have become highly sought-after numismatic prizes.

1799 Very Fine (20/20). Bolender Lb, Rarity 6. Rose-grey, with 
contrasting untoned highlights and undertones of gold on the 
obverse. Evenly worn and entirely free of problems, Excessive 
die wear on the reverse gives the unfair impression of heavy wear. 

This is the ““No Berries” reverse, with the heavy break as described by Bolender 
in his “Ia” subvariety.

1805. 1799 Uncirculated (60/63). Bolender-17a, Rarity 4. The obverse 
is fully lustrous and beautifully toned in rich lilac, sea-green and 
gold hues. The reverse also exhibits mint luster and is toned in 
a rich natural grey shade. As always with this variety, the upper 
obverse is not fully struck; the reverse is, however, very sharp. 
As most collectors fully realize, strictly Mint State Bust Dollars 
are among the rarest and most desirable of all 18th Century United 
States silver coins. This coin is unquestionably “new” and, as 
such, it will be the object of numerous bids. 

The “extra large berries” reverse. This subvariety shows the same crack as men- 
tioned by Bolender. In lower grades, B-17a is fairly common. However, high grade 
specimens are very rare. This is the second finest piece known to us, trailing only 
the NERCA 1/82, Lot 725 coin. 


1806. 1800 Extremely Fine (40/40). Bolender 10, Rarity 2, Very Wide 
Date, Low 8. Natural grey, with highlighted devices and superb 
iridescent overtones on both sides. A really splendid, original coin 
which is evenly worn, has nearly perfect surfaces and is extreme- 
ly attractive. A great Dollar for the Type collector. 

Unusually sharp for the date, with the centers quite a bit sharper than usual. This 


variety, while obtainable in grades up to and including Extremely Fine, is quite rare 
in AU and unique in strict Mint State. 


1807. 1800 Extremely Fine (45/45). Bolender 17, Rarity 1. Lightly 
cleaned some time ago, with resultant hairlines on the surfaces. 
However, the appearance is quite original and the coin has retoned 
to an even grey color. Very sharply struck. Someone has scratch- 
ed the initials “R.I.M.” (?) on the shield. 

The variety with 12 arrows on the reverse. Along with B-19, this is the most com- 
mon variety for the year, but it is still in demand as a sub-Type. 


1808. 1801 Extremely Fine (45/45). Bolender 3, Rarity 3. Light grey, 
with soft violet splashes in the obverse fields and orange-gold over- 
tones on the reverse. Struck on a nice planchet and with much 


sharper centers than is common for both the variety and the year, LIBERTY SEATED TYPE (1840-1873) 
The surfaces are nicer than expected for the grade, with no marks 
of note. Not an easy date to find in this grade and a desirable Type 
coin as such. 


The right foot of all the T’s in the reverse legend is missing; clashmarks are visi- 
ble at TATE. Despite Bolender’s description, the ME in AMERICA do not touch. 


1809. 1802/1 Very Fine (20/20). Bolender 3, high Rarity 3, Wide Over- 
date. Rather deeply toned, with the obverse coloration more at- 
tractive than the reverse. Both sides show some scattered, fairly 
well-hidden marks. 


1810. 1803 Very Fine (20/20). Bolender 6, Rarity 1. Rather vigorous- 
ly polished at one time (this has resulted in an unnatural brightness 
to the surfaces). The coin has acquired a decent color in the in- 


terim period and, today, it is actually quite acceptable. 1813. 1841 Uncirculated (60/63). Slightly Prooflike, with beautiful 

GOBRECHT DOLLARS (1836-1839) original toning. The obverse is a deep olive-grey with silvery, gold 
and violet undertones; the reverse has similar but lighter colors 
present in a different configuration. Well-struck, with a few marks 
HIGH-GRADE 1836 GOBRECHT hidden by the toning. 


VERY RARE MINT STATE 1859 


1836 Extremely Fine (45/45). C. GOBRECHT F. on base, 
plain edge. Medallic alignment of the dies. Circulation issue 
of 1837; one of only 600 struck. Prooflike and untoned; the sur- 
faces are quite pleasing for the issue, although they do show some 
light circulation marks. The amount of actual wear is really quite 
minimal. In our opinion, Gobrecht Dollars are among the most 
underpriced of all American coins. This very pleasing example 
would make an affordable, and important addition to an advanced 
Type set or a specialized collection of Dollars/Patterns. 


The true status of the 1836 “Name on Base” Gobrecht Dollars was finally 
established in Robert Julian's brilliant series of Coin World articles in 1982. These 
coins had long been called “‘patterns’’ but Julian proved that they were, in fact, 
struck for regular circulation (albeit in a very limited number). 


1814. 1859 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Untoned and satiny; struck 
on the typical striated planchet seen on most 1859 Silver Dollars. 
Very sharply detailed on the obverse, with a full head and stars. 
Just a faint touch of weakness is visible at the top of the eagle’s 
left wing. A choice coin for the grade, with ultra-clean surfaces 
and legitimate eye-appeal. Very rare, and unfairly overlooked 
by most collectors due to the high availability of its New Orleans 
counterpart. 

The 1859 Dollar is scarce in all grades and very rare in Mint State. We have 
never seen a legitimate Gem and have only handled one other strictly Uncirculated 
example. In fact, we estimate this date to be close to (if not actually in) the Rarity 
7 level in Uncirculated condition. 


RARE 1839 GOBRECHT 
1815. 1860-O About Uncirculated (50/50). Prooflike and untoned; 


possibly dipped at one time, but done carefully enough so as not 
to disturb the surfaces. There are the usual number of marks in 
the fields and the strike shows the customary weakness on Liber- 
ty’s head. 


1812. 1839 About Uncirculated (50/50). Designer’s name omitted, 
reeded edge. Circulation issue, with medallic alignment of the 
dies. One of 300 struck as regular coinage. A very attractive 
example of this rarity with deep, original coloration. The sur- 
faces are quite clean. An obverse rim bruise at K-7 is mentioned 
for further identification. Despite being nearly twice as rare as 
the last issue, circulated 1839 Gobrecht Dollars sell for a minimal 
premium over 1836's. The shrewd collector should recognize this 
as a chance to acquire a true rarity for a “Type coin” price. 


1816. 1860-O Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Satiny and slightly Proof- 
like, with a touch of russet toning just forming on the rims. The 
surfaces are typical for the date, with a number of scattered 
bagmarks. Well-struck, with nice luster. A good Type coin. 
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1817. 1864 Select Proof (64/64). A cameo with the untoned, frosted 


devices contrasted by lilac and steel fields which change to 
iridescence towards the peripheries. While there are some hairlines 
present, these are unobtrusive and the surfaces have retained their 
original “flash.” A tiny lintmark above the 4 in the date serves 
as identification. With Gem examples of this date all but 
unavailable, this coin represents one of the nicer 1864 Proof Seated 
Dollars to be offered at auction in some time. 


Only 470 Proofs were struck, making this one of the scarcest collectible No Mot- 
to dates of the denomination.

DESIRABLE PROOF 1866 


1818. 1866 Select Proof (64/64). Another cameo example; this coin 


possesses delicate gold shadings atop icy, mirrored surfaces. As 
one might expect, there are some hairlines but those present are 
light and well-scattered. A doubly desirable coin; it is the first 
year-of-issue for the With Motto type and it is of high enough 
quality to appeal to most advanced type collectors. 


RARE BUSINESS STRIKE 1867 


1819. 1867 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Repunched 186 in the date. 
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Prooflike and frosty below attractive lilac-grey coloration. Very 
sharply struck and quite clean; the surfaces show fewer marks 
than one might expect although there is an area of discoloration 
on Liberty’s breasts. Rare; probably an R-6 in Mint State and 
seldom available in this grade.

. 1872-S Uncirculated (60/60). Satiny, with some semi-Prooflike 


surfaces on the reverse. There is a suggestion of golden-orange 
toning on the surfaces, which is more evident on the obverse 
than on the reverse. The strike is typical for the date, with some 
flatness noted on Liberty’s head. There are some light hairlines 
on the obverse as well as a few unobtrusive marks; the reverse 
is choicer and the overall grade is well-deserved.

. Three 1874-S Trade Dollars. All three coins grade About Un- 


circulated (50/50). This trio is of basically similar quality; all 
three pieces are untoned and lustrous, but display concentrated 
bagmarks in the fields.

“Type One” reverse (no berry 
below the claw). Untoned and satiny, with rich, creamy Mint 
luster on both sides. The strike is well above-average, with just 
a bit of flatness on some of the stars and the very top of Liber- 
ty’s head. The surfaces are virtually free of marks, a remarkable 
circumstance when one considers how heavily abraded most ex- 
amples of this date are. This is one of the finest known 1875 Trade 
Dollars and a legitimate condition rarity. 

After the 1878-CC, this is probably the rarest business strike date of this Type 
to locate in Gem condition. The low original mintage of only 218,700 pieces, plus 
the great number of coins which were either exported to the Orient or later melted 
makes Uncirculated survivors of the highest rarity.

A twin to the Gem 1875 described above, with 
similar untoned, richly frosted surfaces. This piece is particularly 
well struck and could, in fact, serve as a “textbook” example 
of a fully struck Trade Dollar. The overall quality of the sur- 
faces match the quality of the strike; even closer examination 
reveals a paucity of abrasions. This is truly a coin for the 
connoisseur. 


This date comes with berry below the claw and without berry below the claw. 
The latter appears to be rarer, especially in Mint State. 


1876 Proof (55/55). “Type One” reverse. While most of the 
original surface is present, there is obvious wear and signs of 
mishandling present. An affordable Proof Trade Dollar. 


1876-S Choice Uncirculated (63/63). ““Type One’’ reverse. Un- 
toned; the obverse is a blend of satiny and semi-Prooflike surfaces, 
while the reverse is wholly lustrous. The strike is typical for the 
date and variety, with some weakness noted on Liberty’s head and 
the surrounding stars.

This is 
a beautiful coin and a real ‘‘sleeper”’ in the Trade Dollar Proof 
series; the more celebrated 1879-1883 Proof-only dates are much 
more readily encountered than is the 1877. 


While the accepted mintage figure for this date is 510 pieces, Breen and others 
have questioned this amount. The rarity of this date suggests that either the original 
figure was much lower than 510 or, possibly, a number were melted soon after 
they were coined. 


EXQUISITE PROOF 1878 


1835. 1878 Gem Proof (65/65). A coin of incredible beauty. The 


obverse is deeply toned in rich emerald, sea-green, garnet and 
steel hues while the reverse is a spine-tingling blend of deep rose- 
gold and electric-blue peripheral toning. The intensity of these 
colors is enhanced by the ultra-deep mirror surfaces. A minute 
mark opposite the eleventh star is the only mark which can be 
seen by the naked eye. It would be virtually impossible to im- 
prove on the quality and eye-appeal of this piece. 

The reported mintage of 900 is probably a bit on the high side. It is possible 


that a number (200-300?) were melted in 1878 after they went unsold. Gem Proofs 
are very rare and are seen far less often than the dates between 1879-1883

1804 Half Eagle. Judd-32, Rarity 7. Tin, with a plain edge. 
Uncirculated (60/60). Really an impossible piece to grade, as the 
dies used to strike this were extremely rusted and show numerous 
cracks. Suffice it to say that there is no real wear visible. 


The exact provenance of this piece is unknown, but it could possibly be ex 1981 
ANA. This is technically not a pattern issue, but is, instead, a restrike from original 
mint dies which were sold as scrap to J. J. Mickley. This piece was probably struck 
ca. 1860. Very rare; the only other specimen to have been sold in recent years is 
the Bowers and Merena 4/83, Lot 2429 (ex AUCTION °80, Lot 1390). 


1836 Two Cents. Judd-54, Rarity 6. Gem Proof (65/65). The 
Gobrecht/Peale design in Copper, with a plain edge. Restrike; 
medallic alignment of the dies and struck from a broken obverse 
die. Olive-brown with violet and reddish undertones. Original and 
quite sharp, considering the state of the dies. 


It is not known when these restrikes were produced. It can be assumed that it 
must not have been long after the initial date of striking, as these restrikes show 
no die rust. 


Undated (1849) Silver Three Cent Piece. Judd-113, Rarity 7. 
Choice Proof (63/63). Silver-Copper (?) with a plain edge. Light 
gold, with some reddish areas on both sides. This issue was in- 
tended solely to show the size of the proposed Trime. Extremely 
rare.

Copper-Nickel, with a plain edge. Unperforated restrike; one 
of the final restrikes, no doubt, as evidenced by the massive crack 
at the upper reverse. Natural gold, with flashes of red on both 
sides. The quality is exceptional for a copper-nickel issue. 

An obvious restrike, as evidenced by both the cracks and the fact that this metal 
was not in use at the Mint in 1850. Approximately 7-9 are known and we feel that 
the rarity level in Judd should be raised to R-7. 

This piece is ex Dohrmann collection - Garrett II, Lot 957. 


1853 Cent. Either Judd-149 or Judd 150, both Rarity 6. 
Gem Proof (65/65). The Booth Experimental Piece in Ger- 
man Silver, with a reeded edge. Reflective and very attractive, 
with light gold and grey toning. Extremely choice for the issue 
and scarce in this excellent state of preservation. 

It is impossible to determine whether this is J-149 or J-ISO without chemical analysis 
of the flan. An interesting error is present on the reverse. Atop the E in CENT, there 
was, originally, a smaller-sized E which was punched much too high and leaning

The 
reverse is brown, with a touch of red at the rim. A reasonably 
common issue, but rare this choice. 


1855 Cent. Judd-167, Rarity 5. Extremely Fine (40/40). Large 
Flying Eagle Cent; Thick Laurel wreath. Copper, with a plain 
edge. Evenly worn and surprisingly attractive for the grade. A 
chance for the budget-minded collector to own a genuine pattern 
coin at a reasonable price. 


1849. 1855 Cent. Another Judd-167. Choice Proof (63/63). Large Fly- 
ing Eagle Cent; Thick Laurel Wreath. Copper, with a plain 
edge. Chocolate brown. Often found circulated (see the last lot) 
or impaired, and fairly scarce in this grade. 


1850. 1856 Cent. Judd-184, high Rarity 7. Choice Proof (63/63). Fly- 
ing Eagle obverse, with light date and thin letters; ONE CENT 
in an oak wreath with a broad, ornamented shield.

Nickel, with a plain edge. Large Flying Eagle, Small Letters: 
ONE CENT in an oak wreath. The obverse displays a fiery golden- 
orange toning over very reflective surfaces; the reverse is an even, 
natural gold hue. Unspotted, original and attractive. While readi- 
ly available in lesser condition, this issue is quite rare this choice.

1852. 1859 Half Dollar. Judd-235, Rarity 4. Proof (60/60). Silver, with 
a reeded edge. The Paquet design; variety with repunched 18 in 
the date and a broken ribbon on the reverse. Untoned, and in full 
brilliance. There is a scratch which juts from Liberty’s left arm; 
the reverse is choicer, although there are some hairlines visible. 


GILT 1862 EAGLE PATTERN 


1853. 1862 Eagle. Judd-298, Rarity 3. Proof (60/60). Gilt Copper, 
with a reeded edge. Regular dies, but with the motto GOD OUR 
TRUST on the reverse. Reflective, with cloudy toning; two 
obverse lintmarks (as struck). This piece is popular as the most 
affordable off-metal gold pattern issue. 


1854. 1863 Two Cents. Judd-305, Rarity 4. Gem Proof (65/65). 
Bronze, with a plain edge. Thick planchet variety. The superb 
chocolate brown coloration gives this piece the look of a brown 
porcelain notgeld from Germany.

Bronze, with a plain edge. Heavily curved CENTS on the reverse. 
Olive and red, with a decent amount of subdued original mint color 
on both sides. Unspotted, and very choice for the issue. 


1856. 1865 Double Eagle. Judd-453, Rarity 7. Select Proof (64/64). 
Copper, with a reeded edge. Regular dies obverse; transitional 
reverse, with motto as adopted in 1866. The mellowed red obverse 
displays a few scattered carbon specks; the dusky red reverse shows 
violet overtones. An attractive example of this rare and extremely 
important transitional issue.

Mid-American Rare Coin Auctions, Inc. is proud to offer to collectors the only 
non-impounded and complete 1873 Proof set (the only other complete sets are per- 
manently impounded in the Smithsonian and the ANS collections, and one is reported- 
ly in the cornerstone of the Capitol Building in Lansing, Michigan). This set was 
one of only 25 sets delivered as of February 18, 1873. 

The following is an explanation of the rarities of some of the individual pieces. 

Gold Dollar. There are a total of 19 auction records for this date since the 1940's.

It is probable that anywhere from 16 to 18 pieces exist. Of these, at least five are permanent- 
ly impounded in museums or cornerstones and at least the same amount are held (long-term) 
in collections. In addition, many pieces show lintmarks on Liberty’s face, and others show 
pre-striking planchet chips. This is one of the truly rare Proof Gold Dollars. 

Quarter Eagles. There are a total of 20 auction records since the 1940's. This denomina- 
tion is a bit rarer than the Gold Dollar, with an estimated population of 14-16 pieces. Again, 
at least five are permanently impounded and five or so are, more or less, off the market 
indefinitely. The few available specimens are not especially choice and this coin is a major 
rarity in the Quarter Eagle series. 

Three Dollars. Open 3. This is perhaps the most celebrated denomination of this year 
and certainly the most confusing. It is our opinion that both Closed 3 and Open 3 Proof 
Threes were minted in 1873. Restrikes exist of the Open 3, but these have die rust about the 
wreath and some filling in the first S in STATES. This particular specimen shows the faint 
die scratch from the upper left serif of the F in OF to the border very clearly; Breen claims 
that this is a major die characteristic of the ‘‘Original’’ Open 3 strikings. Because of the con- 
fusion inherent with this date, auction records are confusing. We estimate that approximate- 
ly 12-15 pieces exist with a number of these impounded and/or impaired. In fact, this coin 
is RARER THAN THE CELEBRATED 1875! 

Half Eagle. There have been a total of 18 auction appearances since the 1940's. Approx- 
imately 9-12 survivors are accounted for, with at least half of these coins permanently im- 
pounded or off the market for many decades to come. The true rarity of this coin is best 
expressed by the fact that during the past ten years there have been but five separate auction 
appearances. 

Eagle. This is the single rarest denomination of 1873 Gold Proof coins. There have been 
only 13 auction apperances since the 1940's and only three records in the past twenty-plus 
years. It is likely that no more than 8-10 Proofs exist, with at least half of these specimens 
unavailable to collectors. This situation is compounded by the fact that business strikes of 
this year are very rare, with no more than IS or so known to exist. 

Double Eagle. There have been a total of twelve auction appearances since the 1940's, 
with only two specimens having been sold since 1977. In Proof, this denomination is of almost 
equal rarity as the Eagle. We estimate that no more than 9-11 exist and, again, just a handful 
of these are not permanently impounded. As with so many Proof Double Eagles, most of 
the survivors of this issue are impaired in some degree.

The obverse is a deep yellow 
gold; the reverse has very attractive pinkish overtones. Both sides 
display a very deep, creamy luster; the reverse is simply superb 
and is the epitome of a beautiful Gold Dollar.

As has been mentioned a number of times, the failure of this date to have its 
mintage recorded in the Mint Director’s annual report caused it to be virtually 
unknown until it was hyped by B. Max Mehl in his auction sales. This date is 
probably an R-5 overall. Most of the survivors are in low grades, with any piece 
in EF being rare. AU’s are extremely rare and not a single Mint State example 
is known. This piece is virtually the equal of our 1985 G.N.A., Lot 1241 coin 
(which went cheaply at $1650.)

the 1829 Large Planchet (or “Type One’’) Half Eagle. This coin 
is the third rarest Half Eagle, trailing only the underrated 1825/4 
and the celebrated 1822. David Akers states that there are 7-8 
examples known of the 1829 Large Planchet, but we are able 
to account for only six separate specimens. This piece is the 
lowest condition specimen known of the six, yet, in many ways, 
it has the most interesting history. It was discovered in Europe 
sometime in the early 1960’s. It had originally been mounted 
in jewelry. Subsequently, the coin was repaired, the solder was 
removed and the shield and wings were expertly re-engraved to 
restore the details lost in the above process. Additionally, the 
surfaces were cleaned. It should be stressed that this really isn’t 
a bad looking coin and, obviously, its great rarity far outweighs 
its condition.

1840-D Half Eagles exist with both broad mill and narrow mill varieties (the former 
is very rare). Both varieties have a medium mintmark. 


1841-D Extremely Fine (45/45). Medium D. Lovely, original col- 
or, with splashes of bright gold on both sides. Very well-struck 
and with enough detail to make a legitimate claim to a higher grade 
(but lacking the required luster to do so). A tiny obverse edge cut 
is visible at K-12 and serves as an identifying mark.

With 
fully AU coins rating a strong R-7 (with probably no more than 
7-8 known) and only one fully Mint State coin currently known 
(the incredible Gem sold by Stack’s in their session of AUCTION 
°84), the importance of a coin such as this becomes clearly evi- 
dent to the specialist.
